OVERSTOLZ REPUDIATES, 


And the Democrats Feel at Liberty to Re- 
pudiate Him. . 


An editorial interview with Mr. Overstolz, *} 
printed in this morning’s Republican, is al- 
most the sole topic of conversation on the 
streets. Upon every hand the Mayor’s utter- 
anceis characterized as a direct breach of 
faith with the nominating Convention, and the 
anti-Overstolz delegates declage that by his 
own act he has relieved them of the pledge 
extorted to support the nominee. They hold 
that a bargain can not be expected to bind 
them and not bind the successful candidate at 
the same time. Consequently there is ten times 


more Of the active work being done against Mr. 
Overstolz to-day than was done yesterday. 

Col. T. T. Gantt was called upon and asked 
what he thought of the Mayor’s action in the 
remises. To tell the truth, he said. I 
ave been so busy reading the testimony in the 
gas case that I have not had time to read the 
editorial of the Republican, but I hopeit will 
hurt him. It will, too, with a certain Class. 

‘*You were not at the Convention?’’ 

No, Iwas not. I declined to go into the 
Convention, because I believed that that man 
would be nominated, and I wanted to have my 
hands perfectly free to do what I could against 
him after the nomination, I was asked to ad- 
dress an anti-Overstolz meeting to-morrow 
evening, and I have accepted the invitation.’’ 

‘*Do you think he will be elected. 

No I do not. I would like to be understood 
n this subject. I did not go into the Armory

A NEGRO PARADISE. 


An Island of Rock Covered With Flow- 
ers and Happy Africans. 
Nassau (N. P.) Cor. Boston Herald. 


Right out of the sea, 450 miles from the 
Florida coast, rises a huge rock, twenty-two 
miles long by seven miles wide. It isthe 
smallest of the Bahama Islands and is calbed 
New Providence. It is the second place 
where Columbus ianded on his voyage to the 
Western world and the only town of note in 
the Babamas marks the spot. Nassau even 
at this season nestles in a wilderness of flow- 
ers, plants and fruits. There is not a tree, 
shrub or flower that thrives in any warm cli- 
mate which does not grow luxuriantly there. 
I said it was a rock upon which these beau- 
ties grow and blossom, and over which a 
never-ending summer breeze blows the seeds 
of health by tempering the warmth ofa trop- 
icalsun until it strikes a happy medium 
where all season is summer and mankind 
basks in an atmosphere practically invariable 
twelve months in the year, and trees, shrubs 
and flowers thrive in chaotic profusion all the 

ear round. How contrary this is to what is 

own of nature in the frost land and yet how 
crudely true of what is seen here every hour 
in the year. 

The ocean threw up this mighty rock “when 
nature played with bills to show her curious 
strength and greatness over man.’’ It is a 
calcareous rock of coral, soft and pliable to 
the mechanic’s hand, filled with shells and 
sand and spit upon by the ocean until cement- 
ed withits brine. The surface in places rots, 
forms a thin soil and in this, and wherever a 
crack or crevice is found, the gayest flowers 
bloom. There is not a bit of fanevinthis. It 
is the truth homely told. To describe its in- 
habitants would be to parade before youa 
mass of colored men, women and children 
cheaply but neatly dressed, barefooted and 
bonnetless, but happy, polite. Out of apop- 
ulation of 15,000 more than 12,000 are negroes 
and unusually intelligent. Shining out from 
this darkness is now and then a native white 
face, intelligent and healthy, and at this sea- 
son numbers of foreign faces, which look as if 
in search of health. The hduses are as neat 
as the people and all of them are smoth- 
ered in flowers and shrubbery. 
In almost every yard, as well as 
growing wild, are cocoanuts, oranges, guaves, 
sofadillos, mangoes and all sorts of fruit 
hang, in all stages—bud, blossom, half grown 
and the matured fruit. The drives over the 
town and through the island are superb, 
smooth as a floor and of solid rock, lined on 
either side with tangled sweeping vines, 
stunted trees and flowering plants. The 
Oleander towers its high head among the 
more pretentious tropical plants, while our 
own modest morning glory, so dear to our 
childhood, peeps out from behind the leaves 
with the dew resting upon its purple lips to 
be kissed away by the morning sun. No 
tongue can tellor pen write the beauties, 
either of land or sea, which are everywhere 
visible. The island makes a beautiful pic- 
ture as you approach it from the ocean, rising 
as it does fromthe water’s edge by gradual 
incline to the height of 200 or 300 feet, every 
foot of the way up showing the tropical plants, 
flowers and fruits at their best. 

The climate and surroundings are as near 
perfection as one ought to expect to find upon 
this earth. The surface of the island is roll- 
ing and what soil there isis very rich. The 
bulk of vegetation sgems to spring from the 
solid rock and actually does from the cracks 
and crevices. Wherever room is found a root 
creeps in and the lime in the stone feeds it. 
This lack of soiland the necessity of remov- 
ing solid stone to aid vegetation prevents 
much cultivation of the soil, and there are 
very few vegetables grown in a climate espec- 
ially adapted to their production. Fruits are 
the principal staples and upon these the na- 
tives live to a very. great extent. All tropical 
varieties grow inabundance and are remarka- 
bly rich and nutritious. Every variety of fish 
is tak n iu: Dandance and enters very largely 
into the domestic economy of the natives. 
The chief industry of the island is sponge 

gathering.

Fortv-one years ago Jacob Joubert 
and his wife Barbara emigrated from Hol- 
land and settled in Brownsville, Fayette 
county, Pa. A few months afterward they 
removed to Uniontown, same county, where 
they lived two years, Jacob working at his 
trade—that of molding brick by hand. Some- 
times he did odd jobs for the Hon. Daniel 
Sturgeon, a resident of Uniontown, then 
United States Senator from Pennsylvania. In 
the spring of 1861 Barbara gave birth to ason, 
who was christened Daniel Sturgeon Joubert. 
In 1850 both of the parents died, leaving 
Daniel to be cared for by strangers. He fell 
into good hands, however, was well clothed 
and fed, and set to school. April 11, 1855, for 
alleged assault and battery upon a man named 
Johnson, young Joubert was arrested and 
lodged in jailin Uniontown. Senator Stur- 
geon employed counsel, and at the trial the 
prisoner was acquitted. 

The young man then determined to leave 
the place of his birth forever. Making his 
way to New York, he took ship to Holland, 
the land of his ancestors, paying for his pas- 
sage by working on the steamer. At Amster- 
dam he made the acquaintance of Adam Jou- 
bert, his father’s brother, Captain of a ship 
inthe South African and East India trade. 
With his uncle he made several voyages to 
the Boer country in Africa. In 1862, hearing 
of the American Wur, he returnedto New 
York. Enlisting in the United States navy, 
he served with distinction under Admiral 
Dupont and others, and; lost an eye at the 
bombardment] of Charleston, for which disa- 
bility he now receives a pension from our 
Government. 

He is next heard ‘of as Captain of a negro 
company inthe Army of the Potomac. He 
served under Gen. Weitzel, and his men 
marched with Weitzel’s other colored troops, 
who, after Lee’s surrender, took possession 
of Richmond. After his discharge he visited 
Uniontown under an assumed name. He 
revealed himself, however, to the Hon. Daniel 
Sturgeon, then aged over eighty years, by 
whom he was warmly welcomed. Im a few 
weeks he again sailed for Holland, and from 
there tothe country of the Boers in South 
Africa, becoming a resident and citizen of the 
Dutch Republic. H@ was in 1875 elected 
Woolgor Representative to their Congress 
from the Province of the Department of 
Ohaitgi. When the late war broke out be- 
tween the Boers and the British, Daniel Stur- 
geon Joubert was promoted from one military 
oftice to another, until he is now Commander- 
in-Chief of all the Boer armies. 


The Dead Earl of Caithness.

The Earl of Caithness died suddenly at 10 
o’clock Monday night in his rooms at the 
Fifth avenue Hotel. The Earl, who had been 
more or less of an invalid fora number of 
. arrived in New Lork from Liverpool 

farch 9, in company with his son, Lord Ber- 
riedale, and his daughter, Lady Fanny Sin- 
clair. His object was to make a tour of 
pleasure throughout the United States, in- 
cluding the South and the Pacific coast. On 
the passage he was taken sick with nervous 
prostration, and upon reaching the hotel he 
was inavery weak condition. However, he 
recovered to all appearances in a very few 
days, and was able to take several walks in and 
around the city. On the night of his sudden 
death, which was caused by paralysis of the 
heart, he felt extremely well, and was chat- 
ting for over two hours with his son and 
daughter. When he fell back in his arm- 
chair dead, it was at first thought that he had 
fallen asleep. The news of his death wasim- 
mediately telegraphed to Geo. W. Childs, of 
Philadelphia, an old friend of the Earl’s, who 
arrived in the course of the same night. Mr. 
Childs, who was met by a Tribune reporter 
to-day, seemed greatly affected by the occur- 
rence. He said the Earl had only the day be- 
fore expressed the intention of visiting him 
in Philadelphia. For the next few weeks 
Lord Berriedale, (now Earl of Caithness) and 
his sister, would enjoy his hospitality. The 
remains of the Earl will be temporarily de- 
posited in the Marble Cemetery on Second 
street, and April 13 will be sent home by the 
steamer Servia.

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Women Learning Telegraphy. 
From the New York Tribune. 


The Free School for Women in Telegraphy 
at Cooper Union, established about six years 
ago, is one ofthe most useful departments of 
that institution. The present term is draw- 
ing to a close, and applications for admission 
tothe next. which wil begin on the first 
Tuesday of October, are now received. There 
are about twenty-five pupils in attendance. 
Under the rules a written application is re- 
quired, in which the name, residence, age and 
occupation of the applicant, andthe name 
and address of the person cited as reference 
are given. The examination for admission is 
very simple, and is held onthe opening day 
oftheterm. It consists of reading poorly 
written manuscript, writing from dictation, 
and exercises in penmanship and spelling. 
No fee is charged. One of the conditions of 
admission is thatthe applicant must be at 
least sixteen years old and “positively not 
over twenty-four.”’ 

The school hours are from 9 o’clock until 2 
o’clock in the afternoon, with Saturday for a 
holiday. Instruction is given by a young 
woman in the employ of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, whose services are 
furnished by the company without charge. 
In admitting pupils to the school, preference 
is given to those who by education and physi- 
cal ability 1 to be best qualified for the 
business, and to those who have promise of a 
situation as soon as they are qualified. As a 
rule, one term, from October to April, is suf- 
ficient to qualify a student for an ordinary 
position.

ing place of residence for those who choose 
it as their summer retreat. Babelsberg is the 
name. of the residence of the Emperor. It is 
situated in a beautiful park, which bas been 
made as much like an English park as possi- 
ble, with soft undulating green sward and 
magnificent old trees. The palace is not an 
imposing feudal castle like Windsor, but more 
like the residence of some English noble- 
man, sufficiently large to meet all needs with - 
out being overwhelming in its grandeur. It 
is, in fact, a very habitable kind of building, 
not too stately or imposing in most of its ar- 
range ments to prevent a very homelike feel - 
ing, if the very formidable barrier to any- 
A bos feeling at home, the stiff etiquette 
of the Prussian court, did not come in the 
way. 

Tbe Germans have of late years a Geet re- 
spect and prediliction for everything lish. 
„Schief ist english und english ist mode, 
(crooked is English and English is the fash- 
ion) is a saying which has passed into a pro- 
verb there, and though not very flattering in 
‘one respect, is nevertheless true, for every- 
thing Mnglish is certainly the fashion, albeit 
the English and their peculiarities often fall 
under the lash of their sarcasm. For this 
reason, no doubt, the Germans are very fond 
of asking the tourist if the grounds around 
Babelsberg do not resemble an English park. 
They also carefully point out to you every- 
thing English inthe interior of the palace. 
In the drawing-room are engrav- 
ings of Landseer’s pictures of 
the English royal family ar- 
ranged asascreen. The room of the Crown 
Princess is shown just as it was fitted up for 
her on her first arrival. It seems a messen- 
ger was sent over to England to see how her 
room at home was furnished, and, as on in- 
quiry he found that the Scotch residence at 

almoral was the favorite, the room at Ba- 
belsberg was fitted up on the same plan. It 
was more quaint and peculiar than beautiful 
to ourideas. The furniture was very simple 
and plain. Little stiff, prim, high-backed 
chairs, upholstered with a Scoteh plaid, the 
window curtains and everything else inthe 
room being of plaidto correspond. The ef- 
fect was certainly striking, but not pleasing, 
ack, as 
it naturally would, to the associations of her 
Highland home, it must have been particular- 
ly grateful. 

The living rooms of the King and Queen 
and other members of the royal family were 
lain and simple, as is usual in German house- 
olds, little indicating the luxury of a court, 
except the state rooms, which were handsome- 
ly fitted up. The dining-room especially, in 
white and gold, struck us as particularly 
handsome. In the private room of the Em- 
peror William was a bust of himself in white 


marble, chiselled by the fair hands of his

The Crown Prince has a private palace, also 
beautifully situated, at some little distance 
from Babelsberg; so has Prince Frederic 
Charles, the Red Prince. 

Situated on aneminence in a beautiful lo- 
cality is a strange jlooking but large and 
roomy mansion; not such as one would dig- 
nify either by the name of castle or palace, 
though bearing the name of the later, but 
grand and massive, though somewhat gloomy 
looking. In front stretches a broad terraced 
gravel walk, at the edge of which are placed, 
at intervals, large boxes containing orange 
trees. Trained so as to hang in graceful fes- 
toons from box to box were trailing grape- 
vines, at the time we visited the spot, covered 
with lucious bunches of grapes. 
Below this terrace the slope | 
was laid outin terraced walks and grounds, 
which, though not equal in beauty to the 
Italian gardening of modern days, was pretty 
and luxuriant, and gives us a good idea of the 
older styles. This is the celebrated “Sans | 
Souci,” the spot where the great Fredericand 
the brilliant Voltaire used to love to walk and 
talk on the great problems of life and death, 
mortality and immortality. It is now the 
residence of one of the donager Queens, but 
is, I believe, little changed from the days of 
its early occupant. 

There is another palace which was built for 
the Empress of Russia when she came on a 
visit to her brother, the then King of Prussia. 
It is now vsed as a residence no longer, but 
is called the Raphael Palace, as it is filled with 
pictures, copies of the works of the great 
master. 7

From an Interview with a Russian in N. . Sun. 


Here are the official statistics for 1879: In 
that — there were in Russia 708 prisons, 
which could accommodate 54,000 prisoners, 
though they actually held over 74, In the 
fourteen prisons for hard labor there were 
15,000 prisoners, though there is place for but 
10,000. These figures show plamly how the 
Russian prisons are packed. But the Govern- 
ment does not — the figures showing 
the number of persons who, without any 
trial were under surveillance, . or 
exiled. These constitute the main body of 
the innocent victims of the Czar’s despotism. 
I have aseertained that in 1879 the number in 
the last category reached the amazing mass 
of 100,000! To be put under police

The wine 
market in this city contains just as good wine 
as can be had anywhere in Europe. The cus- 
toms dues, asthey apply to wines, at the 
present time are favorable to the im- 
portation of high grades of wines, for they 
are fixed with little regard to value, and 
hence itis relatively cheaper to buy a high- 
class than a low-class article. Formerly, 
when an advalorem duty was rig a large 
amount of cheap, sophisticated wine was 
sent to this country from Cette, in France; 
but now this trade camno longer be carried 
on with advantage to the compounders. Our 
Government exacts from those who put up 
American champagne with French labels a 


payment equal to the amount of duty paid on 


French champagne, and though the Internal 
Revenue Inspectors mav be evaded when this 
business is done upon a small scale, the 
amount of this spurious fluid which finds its 
way into the market must be small. Where 
it would be chiefly met with would be in 
those places where gentleman have no busi- 
ness to go. The champagne houses at Rheims 
which have the highest reputations look to 
the American market for some of their best 
purchasers, and a dweller inthis city, gifted 
with ordinary sense, can buy just as good 
champagne as any “obtainable in Europe. 
There is possibly no city in the world where 
amuch greater variety of wine canbe ob- 
tained than can be had in New York. All of 
the great wine producers in France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Spain and Pertugal have agents 
in this city to whom they make direct ship- 
ments. There are no doubt certain classes of 
wine which do not go much bevond the coun- 
try in which they are grown, but these can 
usually be had in New York, by order, if any 
one cares to pay the prices asked for them. 
The labels on bottles count for very little—if 
champagne is excepted—and those who bu 
wine would do well to purchase it in the cas 
and have it bottled. The term Chateau 
wine“ is a mistaken one, fora large part of 
the wine sold in bottles under this designa- 
tion has no true claim to the distinction. But 
the title has beenso much abused that it has 
now, in France, fallen into contempt asa 
method of defining the grade of a wine, for 
the Chateau wine“ of one proprietor may 
be in every way inferior to a common crus 
grown in a neighboring vineyard.

SUICIDE BY STARVATION. 


A Hopeless Invalid Killing Herself by 
Refusing Nourishment. 
Iowa City Cor. New York Sun. 


Hattie Deuell is a maiden, 32 years of age, 
who for many years past has been an invalid, 
and has on several occasions fasted one or two 
days atatime from belief that her health 
would be improved. Ste has also once or 
twice abstained from speaking for a long time, 
Miss Deuellis a sister-in-law of Dr. B. H. 
Aylworth, and lives in his ef . ite 
her strange conduct, she cannot be said to be 
insane, as she would always converse ration- 
ally, but was very determined in carring out 
her own will. Since November, 1879, she has 
not, so far as can be ascertained,spoken an au- 
dible word, although her organs of speech 
are not at all affected. During the winter 
she complained of excessive coldness in her 
head, and frequently wrapped quilts about 
her and lay down with her head close to the 
stove, vainly trying to get warm. Her gener- 
al troubles seemed to be neuralgia and nerv- 
ousness. She has been contined to her bed 
for several years. On February 27 it was 
noticedshe had eaten none of the morning 
meal taken to her. This was repeated several 
times, and at length she told the attendant 
that she need not bring her anything more to 
eat. Dr. Aylworth and her sister remonstrat- 
ed with her, but to no purpose, and, know- 
ing her strength of will, they ceased to urge 
her. She soon outlined her purpose by writ- 
ing on her slate, 

‘I have no hope of recovery or reféef, and 
am determined that I will die.” 

She has wasted away without any marked 
change of physical disturbance, until now she 
is extremely emaciated. None except her 
most intimate friends are permitted to see 
her, and very few are admitted to the house. 
When strangers have been allowed to enter 
the room she has manifested great excitement, 
immediately calming on their witndrawal. Ou 
Saturday morning she took up her slate and 
wrote: | 
Do you think it would prolong my lite to 
drink freely of cold water? and handed it to 


Dr. Aylworth. 

He replied: “Ifyou do not drink you will 
2 sink into low typhoid fever and de- 
irium. If you drink I don’t think it will now 
prolong your life.“ 

She t drank freelyand sat upin her 
bed alittle while. Yesterday morning she 
sat up and wrote a few words on her state, 
rising partly without assistance. Her pulse 

esterday was quite feeble, but regular at 80.

A Balloon at Sea.

A balloon ascension which came very near 
having disastrous results took place last Sun- 
day afternoon at Nice. The zronaut, M. 
Jovis, M. Alioth, editor of the Phare du Lit- 
toral, and M. Vivier, an army officer, made 
the voyage in the balloon Gabriel. They 
started from the large square of the city amid 
the applause of a great crowd. The balloon 
rose to a great 2% until it disappeared 
above the clouds. It first took a northwest 
direction, but must have changed its course, 
as a few hours later it was seen by some Mon- 
aco sailors. It was then being blown out to 
sea, and appeared to come down about ten 
miles off. e news was telegraphed to Nice, 
and a little steamer was sent offin search of 
the balloon. At Monaco they met an Italian 
bark, just arrived, whose crew had seen the 
balloon skim along the waves and finally rise 
again into the air. The steamer cruised for 
some hours in the neighborhood of the coast 
but finally gave up the search and returned 
to Nice. The balloonists had taken with 
them several carrier pigeons, none of 
which had returned up to a late hour at night. 
They had taken no provisions or light with 
them, and the weather was bad. The great- 
est anxiety prevailed on their account.

Sr. LOUIS, March 30. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In yesterday’s issue vou say the steamer 
Eclipse, running between Louisville and New 
Orleans in 1853, was —— the largest 
steamboat ever built —she was feet long 
and in another paragraph you say the Henry 
Frink, of the Memphis and New Orleans 
Line, is the largest steamer afloat—her capa- 
city 1s 2,600 tons, or 300 tons more than that 
of any other boat. 

I presume in the foregoing you referred to 
steamboats on Western waters, as you are 
probably aware that there are longer boats, 
and also boats having a greater tonnage, now 
running on Eastern waters, for instance the 
St. John, of the People’s Line, running be- 
tween New York and Albany, she being about 
400 feet in length, 80 feet extreme breadth 
and 12 feet depth of hold; her boilers are 
on her guards abaft of the wheels, the latter 
being somewhat forward of midship, thus 
pulling instead of pushing the boat, b 
which it is claimed she steers better that wit 
the wheels placed further aft. Of her tonnage 
or carrying capacity I am not informed, but 
with the exception of a ladies’ cabin placed 
aft she has a clear,main deck for freight. She 
must necessarily be a large carrier. Hercon- 
sorts, the! Drew and Dean Richmond, are 
constructed on the same general plans, but 
are not quite so large as the St. John. 

The world-renowned steamers Bristol and 
Providence, of the Fall River Line to Boston, 
although not strictly river boats, deserve a 
few|words as Lh abe size, capacity, etc. 
Their hulls are feet long between perpen- 
diculars, and about 375 feet over all; breadth 
of beam 48 feet for hull, and including guards 
80 feet; depth of hull 16 feet. They bein 
built for service on Long Iejand Soun 
and having to pass around Point Judith pro- 
jecting out into the open Atlantic, are ne- 
cessarily built of great strength; in fact, as 
strong as any seagoing vessel. So far as re- 
gards their hulls they have extra heavy, dou- 
ble frames, white oak, — 26inches apart 
from centre to centre floors, or bottom, solid 
to turn of bilge, and caulked before being 
planked; plunking of white oak, extra long, 
and in no 3 less than 4 inches in thick- 
ness; ceiling of yellow, or pitch pine, of ex- 
tra length and thickness, all well bolted and 
fastened. In addition they are cross-strapped 
with iron 4x% inches, running from turn of 
bilge to top of frames, let into and bolted to 
the latfer and riveted at crossings. 

Their engines are low pressure, single 
beam with condensers, diameter of cylinder 
110 inches; length of stroke 12 feet, have 
three boilers placed fore and aft in hoid,side 
by side. | 

Their Custom-House measurement is 
something over 2,800 tons, and having their 
boilers, coal bunkers, kitchen, etc., in hold, 
they have avery large capacity for freight on 
main deck. EDGAR.

QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


What good reasoncan any Democrat pro- 
pose to himself for not supporting the nomi- 
nees of Mercantile Library Hall, if he desires 
the success of the Democratic party at ail? Are 
not the candidates honorable, capable men? 
Were they not fairly nominated? Will not their 
defeat be the defeat of the party in the city? 
And may not the consequences of defeat con- 
tinue for a decade?—[ Republican. 


We answer no, no, no! to every one of 
these queries. Success of the Democratic 
party is only possible by an overwhelming de- 
feat of the Tax-Eaters’ ticket put up by the 
delegates from the Poor-house and the cab- 
bage wards. Most of the candidates are not 
honorable, capable men, but  notori- 
ous old, chronic office-beggars, who would be 
starving but for politics, and who have been 
engaged in the trade of office-begging as far 
back as the memory of the oldest inhabitant 
runneth. Some of the candidates for im- 
portant offices are utterly and outrageously 
unfit, and can hardly write more than their 
names.

BOGUS REPRESENTATION. 

To show that our opposition tothe unfair 
and undemocratic system of representation 
in voguein Democratic Conventionsin this 
city is not a new idea born of our aversion to 
the third term movement in behalf of OVER- 
STOLZ, we quote from the PosT-DISPATCH, 
of December 6, 1880, an article written at the 
time the proposed organization of the Demo- 
cratic City Committee was under considera- 
tion. At that time we said: 

The whole system upon which the present 
Democratic City Committee is organized is un- 
democratic and wrong. Each ward, whether 
it has a population of1,015, like the Twenty- 
fifth, or 28,539, like the Twelfth, has equal 
voice and representation. In nominating con- 
ventions this system of equality works still 
greater mischief. Underthe face of equality 
it is really the worst possible inequality. Each 
ward has precisely the same numberof dele- 
gates. The Twenty-fifth ward, with only thir- 
ty-seven Democratic votes, sends as many 
delegates as the Twelfth Ward, which has sixty 
times as many Democratic votes, or the 
Fourth, or the Eighteenth Ward, which have 
each more than fifty-five timesas many. No 
ingenuity in the universe caninvent a good 
reason why it should take fifty-five or sixty 
Democrats in the city to equal onein the rural 
or cabbage wards. Noristhisthe worst. The 
rotten borough system does not end with the 
cabbage wards. Owing to the partisan way in 
which the wards were redistricted, less than 
one-third of the population south of Market 
street has half the wards, while about two- 
thirds of the population are crowded into little 
over one-third of the wards. When it comes to 
the Democratic Committee or Democratic 
nominating conventions delegates represent- 
ing a very small minority of the Democratic 
vote or the population have complete control. 
The following shows the Vemocratic vote cast 
for Hancock at the last election in fifteen 
wards, the delegates of which would havea 
majority in any Democratic Convention or 
Committee under the present or the proposed 


Dem, Vote. 


Hancock’stotal vote in the city was 23,837. 
What reason is there that these 23,837 Demo- 
cratic votes should be controlled by delegates 
for only 6,070 votes? What reason is there that 
barely one-fourth of the Democratic vote of 
this city should have an absolute majority of 
and control the Democratic Committee, the 
party machinery and all nominations? Why 
should these 6,070 votes have five times as many 
delegates in committees and conventions as 
the 6,450 Hancock votes in the Fourth, Twelfth 
and Eighteenth? 

No reorganization of the present commit- 
tee will do unless this system is radically 
changed. Conventions should be called on the 
same basis on which State officers and Con- 
gressmen are nominated—the actual Demo- 
cratic vote. The Central Committee should be 
organized, not upon the absurdly unjust Re- 
publican ward boundaries, but upon the Dem- 
ocratic vote. 


The abuses of which we complained at that 
time were not corrected. The Convention last 
Tuesday at Mercantile Library Hall was in no 
sense a representative Democratic body. It 
was controlled by the petty, cabbage wards 
which belong to the municipal rings. On a 
fair representation the OVERSTOLZ crowd 
would have been overwhelmingly beaten. The 
refusal of the party managers to recognize 
voting strength as the basis of representa- 
tion, in the face of the general demand, gives 
every Democrat the right to repudiate the 
work of that Convention. Speaking for 
ourselves we have only to say that we

have opposed Mr. OvERSTOLZ on principle. 


He has made a tolerably good Mayor and we 
have no personal disagreement with him. We 
claim that he has not been fairly nominated; 


that he has abused his privileges in using his

McHOsE is, and has been for years, a clerk 
under Mr, ROSENBLATT. If he hasever been 
anything else but a small ward politician, or 
if he ever made his living in any other way 
than out of city politics,we should like to hear 
of it. 

The nomination of such a chap for 
such an office, over such men as 
MURPHY, RYAN, ED. WILKERSON and PITT 
ROWLAND. is the crowning disgrace and a 
burning shame to the name of the Democracy 
which the office-holders’ ring prostituted. 

And Mr. OVERSTOLZ is responsible for it.

ITis not difficult to account for the milk in 
the Republican cocoa-nut. In addition to 
being bound to OVERSTOLZ for certain familv 
favors, the KNAPPS have recently received a 
testimonial from the Mayor that will be like- 
lv to fasten them to the Kaiser’s chariot wheels 
for some years.

Conkling Wilt Wage Relentless War 


Against the Administration. 


He Admits that Robertson Will, 


However, Be Oonfirmed. 


Lively Discussion in the Senate Between 
Dawes and Maxey—Capital News. 


THE FIGHT TO BEGIN. 
WASHNO TON, D. C., March 3l.—Senator 
Conkling is determined to urge relentless war 
‘against Robertson and against the Adminis- 
tration. He holds Secretary Blaine responsi- 
ble for the nomination. Senator 


Conkling expects to be defeated, 
and realizes that Robertson will be 


confirmed, but says there is a principle involv- 
ed, and that he would make a fight if he knew 
iffhe were the only Senator who would 
vote against Robertson. It is said Conk- 
ling will not wait for the executive session to 


roclaim his position and reasons for antagon- 
— the administration, but he will take the 
opportunity in open session so that his posi- 
tion may be put before the country correctly 
and not misrè presented, as might be if stated in 
executive session. Conkling holds that it is his 
duty to oppose Robertson; that his con- 
firmation would be towards disorganizing the 
present Republican party in New York; that 
Robertson’s administration of the 
Collector’s office would antagonize the present 
Republican forganization, disrupt the party 
— causs its defeat in New York. Mr. Conk- 
ling’s position further is that it is his duty 
to protect aud maintain the present 
Republican organization, which has won 
victory after victory in New York; that there 
18. no division of Republican Senators in regard

positively to understand no objectionable 
men would be appoiuted.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Mr. Dawes called 
up the resolution for the election of officers of 
the Senate. é ; 

Mr. Cameron of Pennsylvania, said the pres- 
entissue wastoo plain tobe misunderstood. 
The Republican side said the majority had the 
right to decide who should be officers of the 
Senate. Its opponents said the minority had 
that right. He had said a few days ago 
it seemed to be a question of endurance. The 
general doctrine that the majority was entitled 
to rule was not called in question. The minor- 
ity simply stated it would resist the election of 
oficers by dilatory motions and prolonged 
speeches. His answer was that the Republi- 
cans could not abandon the right of the ma- 
jority to rule because the minority made it a 
question of endurance. 

The majority could endure as long as the 
minori The contest was not merely to se 
cure officers. There was something above 
that, something of importance which had not 
received attention. It wasthe coming politi- 
cal contest in Virginia. The Senator 
from Virginia, Mahone, had terrified 
the old Democrats of the South, 
who appealed to Southern Senators to cover 
the Senator from Virginia with approbrium so 
that his followers at home would not dare to 
support him. He had made political slavery 
iftupossible in Virginia. He had championed 
the cause of free election, and he had thejsym- 
pathy of the Republican party in that good 
work. All Virginia would see 
that the North fraternized with 
all ex-Confederates, who were known by their 
acts as well as their marks to be in favor of an 
honest ballot and fair count. The Republican 
party gave fts vote for Riddleberger as an 
earnest that it was not sectional.

He, Senator Maxey, believed the peo- 
ple thought the majority in the 
Senate to-day had been procured 
by crooked means, Whether that 
majority had been procured fairly or unfairly, 
he knew not,,but some people did believe it 
had been obtained by methods strange and 
unusual, and demanded they be investigated 
by the Democratic party. Hestood here for 
the purpose of securing tothe American peo- 
ple the — of a free ballot, a priceless ballot 
and an honest count, and to demand if there 
was a suspicion it should be removed. 

SenatorDawes replied in reference tothe claim 
by Senator Maxey that the Democrats had 
carried Louisiana in 1876 by 8,000 majority.

" ‘THE CITY PRINTING. 
How the Knapps Secured a Fat 
Job From Mayor Overstolz. 


* Scheme to Keep Mrs. Madden's 


Testimony From the Public. 


The more the connection of the Knapps with 
the city printing is looked into the worse it ap- 
pears forthe Mayor and the beneficiaries? by 
the contract. When Cundiff and Chambers 
were fighting for possessiou of the Times in the 
Circuit Court, the former made his strong 
point on the promise that he had made ar- 
rangements with the .Knapps to 
fill out all his contracts. 
Mr. Cundifl refused to yield to Mr. Chambers 
because he was under bond to fulfill the agree - 
ment with the city, and the Knapps had prom- 
ised to carry out his contracts. This point was 
reiterated over and over again to Judge Lind - 
Jey, and in his rulings he dwelt upon the fact 
that the interests at stake would be preserved 
by the arrangement Mr. Cundiff had mage. 
And yet as soonas itcould be done Mayor 
Overstolz has approved a temporary contract 
with the Knapps, giving them more than 
double the price per line forthe city printing 
that the Times received. 

The history of this temporary contract is. a 
peculiar one. Beyond a doubt it was far from 
the intention of the Mayor and the Knapps to 
let it leak out before the election. 

City Register Walsh was informed by Vernon 
W. Knapp, assistant city counselor, that there 
were some legal notices to be published which 
had five weeks to run. They could not be in- 
sertedin the Times edition, Mr. Knapp said, 
because that was about to be stopped. Some- 
thing would haveto bedone in the way of 
atemporary contract, so that the notices could 
be published. 

About the same time Mr. Walsh was inform- 
ed that Mayor Overstolz had received notice 
from the-Knapps that they were about to dis- 
continue the publication of the Times edition 
of the Republican. 

Mr. Walsh went to City Counselor Bell and 
asked what he should do in these premises. 

Mr. Bell told him to go to the Knapps and 
ask them to enter into a temporary contractto 
do the city printing in the Republican. 

Mr. Walsh did as advised, and Col. George 
Knapp submitted a proposition in writing to do 
the printing for three cents a line, the old 
price being 1 40-100 cents per line. 

This proposition Mr. Walsh took to the City

FOUND DEAD.

A Man's Body Discovered in an 
Excavation, 


—

Half-Buried in the Soft Clay of a Foun- 
dation Trench. 


In the northeast corner of the excavation at 
the corner of Seventh and Chestnut streets, a 
workman this morning found the bodyof a 
white man half buriedin the softmud. The 
excavations are made for the Real Estate Ex- 
change building, and are now about twenty 
feet below the level of the street. Some boards 
and stone form a guard to prevent pedestrians 
from falling into the foundation trenches. At 


7 o'clock this morning one of the laborers 


about to begin work looked over the embank- 
ment and discovered the body 
atthe bottom. He notified Officer Walsh, who 
had it conveyed to the Morgue. The body was 
that of aman about thirty-eight years of age, 


five feet eleven inches high, gray eyes, heavy 
built, dark complexion and dark red mous- 
tache. The clothes were completely covered 
with soft mud and soaked with with water that 
had settied in the trenches. When the clothes 
were searched some sausage, crackers and 
cheese were found in one pocket, a memo- 
randa book, on the fly leaf of which was writ- 
ten Rudolph Oehman, with Neihaus, Krite 
& Co., No. 507 North Main street.’’ Entries of 
a number of sales of notions were found 
through the book. Some receipts,among which 
was one for $2from mie Y. M. C. Association, 
were folded in the book. He had 11 20 in cash, 
several broken cigars, a pair of black kid 
gloves, afmerschaum cigar holder, pocket 
knife, match case and some business cards; 
with a number of small pocket pieces. The 
dead man evidently fell on his tace, as the 
bridge of his nose was broken and the skin 
badly lacerated. No other external injury was 
visible, and itis supposed that deuth resulted 
from concussion of tue brain produced by the 
fall The gaurd on the street had not been 
moved. The man fell over the embankment, 
doubtiess after crossing the rocks, probably 
thiuking he would reach the side walk, 
or intending to eross the vacant 
space then. The body was placed on the top 
of a pine coffininthe exhibition room of the 
Morgue. About Il o’clock an old white-haired 
man walked up to the Morgue door and feebly 
asked to be allowed to see the body of the dead 
man. Whenthe door was thrown open and 
the old man shown the body he burst out cry- 
ing and was almost prostrated with grief. 
My son, my son, the old man continued to 
cry, as the tears flowed down his wrinkled 
cheeks. He was unable to make any further 
statement than that his name was Oehman, und 
the deceased his son. He did not say when he 
had seen him last, and left crying bitterly and 
promising to be back at 2: o' clock this afternoon. 
Inquiry was made amongthe workmen, but 
they were unable to give uny further informa- 
tion then concerning the ünding of the body. 
They thought at first that the mun was uncon- 
scious, but upon feeling his hands and face, 
which were icy cold, they summoned Officer 
Walsh, who had the body transferred tothe 
Morgue. The man was well dressed, and the 
cards and memoranda found on the body indi- 
cated thas his name was Rudolph Oehmen. 
Noone had heard anycry during last night 
and the deceased was probably instantly k led 
by the fall.

The news that the delegation had attempted 
to putina blundering word for him reached 
Mr. Filley’s ears, and he embraced the next 
Oppontunity to inform Mr. Garfield that the 
party of Missourians had no authority to speak 

or him. 

With reference to Mr. Filley it may be of in- 
terest to St. Louis people to know that when 
Gen. Grant was here last he took occasion to 
have a talk with the President about Mr. Fil- 
ley, which resulted in mutual understandin 
and satisfaction. The action of the Genera 
was 1 voluntary, and was rather excep- 
tional tor he has been chary of making requests 
of the new administration. It may be set down 
fora fact that Mr. Filley’s relations with the 
administration are settled and will be made 
known before long.

Decree of Foreclosure Declared Valid by the 
United States Court.

States Circuit Court, delivered an anxiously 
looked for decision in the case of the old Pacif- 
ic Railroad against the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
wey Company, C. K. Garrison, Jay Gould et 


This was a proceeding to impeach a decree of 
the United States Circuit Court ordering fore- 
closure and sale of the Missouri Pacitic Rail- 
road in 1876 onthe ground of fraud. The 
stockholders of the old Pacific Railroud corpo- 
ration claimed thatthe third mortgage under 
which the foreclosure and sale of the road was 
hed was fraudulently executed by collusion 
among the officers of the Atlantic and Pacific 
RailroadCompany which, had leased the Pacific 
Road, and the officers of the old. Pacific Road 
and C. K. Garrison and others interested inthe 
property after the foreclosure and sale. The 
parties prominently active in efforts to set 
aside the sule in 1876 were 
N. A. Cowdrey, R. L. Cutting, Peter Marie 
and other well-known New York capitalists, 
who held stock of the old company.
